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“SCATHED,” SAYS ARMSTRONG, 
IN NIGHTMARE ACCIDENT 


Leo Armstrong, President of San Pablo 
Horsemen and currently candidate from 
Contra Costa Co. for the State Assembly, 
is recovering from barbed wire cuts which 
nearly resulted in the loss of a leg. 

On the evening of Sept. 7th, Armstrong 
turned his mare out in a new pasture. The 
animal, which had been standing in a box 
stall without exercise for some time, tore 
through the barbed wire fence, turned and 
became entangled. Fearing for her safety, 
Leo approached with a halter, whereupon 
the excited mare bolted past him. The 
loosened wire caught Armstrong’s left 
leg and wrapped around him, tearing mus- 
cles, cords and nerves. Bleeding severely 
but still on his feet, he managed to attract 
the attention of men in the nearby San 
Pablo Fire House, who brought first aid. 

After an hour and a half in surgery, 
eight days in the hospital and two weeks in 
a cast, Leo is now managing to get about 
on crutches. Asked what this set-back 
might do to his political campaign, he 
didm’t know. 

“But I’m exceedingly grateful to Dr. 
LeDonne, who came a long way, and at 
night, to take care of my mare. We think 
she may come through with only minor 
scars.”
